Applicant was convicted on a plea of not guilty

Interstate Transportation of Unregistered Firearm, 
Title 26, United States Code, Sections 5851 and 5861. 
On July 7, 1967, applicant was sentenced to imprisonment 
for one year for Count One and sentenced to probation 
for two years for Count Two.

REASON PARDON DESIRED 

Applicant advised he desired a pardon in order 
to alleviate the stigma of. his conviction and to regain 
all of his rights. He stated he very much regrets, his 
past activities and behavior which caused his conviction. 
He stated he primarily desired a pardon so that he can 
complete law school and be admitted to practice law. 

APPLICANT'S VERSION 

OF CIRCUMSTANCES '• 1 

SURROUNDING CONVICTION 



• Applicant advised that at the age of approximately 
20 years old, when he was young and immature, he misdirected 
his attentions and loyalty to the United States through 
an extreme right-wing organization known as the .Minutemen 
(See Appendix). He stated that on one occasion he purchased 
a deactivated submachine gun which he believed was 
properly recorded at the time . of the purchase. He stated 
he transported it to Missouri where it was to be used 
for training purposes of Minutemen activities'. 
He stated again he felt that proper authorities were 
notified concerning the transportation, and although 
many of his activities were wrongful he still considers 
even today that' there was nothing illegal concerning his 
ownership and transportation of the deactivated submachine 
gun. While in Missouri there was a law enforcement raid 
at the- Minutemen location and the submachine .gun was 
discovered by the officers. While testifying at a trial 
of ROBERT B. DE PUGH, an official of the Minutemen 
organization, the applicant voluntarily admitted possession 
and ownership of the submachine gun which was the basis 
of an indictment against him. Applicant advised that 
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although he feels he was wrongly convicted on the above 
charges he holds no bitter'ness toward the Government and 
feels the conviction actually helped him disassociate

Robert Bolivar DePugh, who has been publicly identified as 
the National Coordinator of the organization since its 
inception. He was recently paroled from the U.S. Penitentiary, 
Atlanta, Georgia, where he served three years for violation of 
the Federal Firearms Act. There has been much internal 
dissent and the Minutemen organization has deteriorated during 
DePugh 1 s incarceration. 

■ Past statements by Robert DePugh and literature 
^distributed by the organization indicate the purposes of the '3 
MM are to be the resistance to, and "exposure of, the 
spread of communist influence -within' the United States; for 
the formation of a guerrilla or underground organization 
to combat, the troops of any foreign power's which light 
eventually occupy this country; and to resist passage 
of laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

Victor Dale Horsfall, a self -admitted former 
member of the MM who was with DePugh in the MM underground 
and had access to MM records, advised in December 1969, that 
the actual membership strength was greatly exaggerated by • 
DePugh and the true membership is probably unknown to- DePugh. 
Horsfall stated about 150 people were sent MM literature on 
v a regular basis and, therefore, he believed this to be . £'

1 1 9^6, DePugh, in his book "Blueprint for 
victory, wrote that the MM organization was then dividing 
into two bodies— the MM and the Patriotic Party.

Members of the MM organization, including Robert 
DePugh and his chief assistant, Walter Patrick Peyson, have 
been arrested in the past on charges of violations of the 
Federal Firearms Act, Bank Robbery-Conspiracy, Illegal 
Possession of Firearms, and Conspiracy to Commit Arson. They 
have also engaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics 
wherein machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms 
were employed.

DENNIS MOWER, Case Number 22373, a white male, 
date of birth September 12, 19^5, was received on probation 
on May -1, 1969, and was closed by regular expiration of 
sentence on April 27, 1971. The closing report revealed that 
the Applicant's monthly written reports were regular and that 
he needed an average amount of supervision. He exhibited a 
cooperative attitude toward his supervisor and conditions of 
probation. His adjustment to conditions of probation was good 
and his adjustment behavior was said to be good. His job and 
address changes were said to be infrequent and his projected 
future social adjustment was said to be favorable. 

Presentence report contained in Applicant's file 
revealed the following pertinent information concerning the 
Applicant's offense and conviction: 

On May 17, I967, MOWER was found guilty by jury of 
an indictment of two counts charging him with violation of the 
National Firearms Act. Specifically, count 1 alleges that on 
or about June 7 or 8, 1965, MOWER transported an unserviceable 
A5 caliber Thompson submachine gun from Santa Ana, California, 
to Independence, Missouri, which he had not registered with the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Count 2 charged that on the same 
date Applicant had in his possession the submachine gun which 
had been transferred in violation under provisions, of Section 
'5812 (b), Title 18, United States Code. 

The presentence report revealed that the Applicant 
became Involved in the offenses through activity in the 
"Minutemen" organization (see Appendix) and noted the following 
official version of the facts of the offense: 

"It appears that on May 22, 1965, the A5 caliber 
Thompson submachine gun in question was received at t he REA

It is Mower ! s contention, although this seems to be untrue, that 
upon going to the police station he handed his mother the proper 
registration form on this submachine gun which she later mailed 
to the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit in Washington, D. C. However, 
it is the writer's understanding that no such form was ever re- 
ceived by the latter authorities. Mo wer has also contended that 
he purchased this submachine gun from | | whom he assumed had 

mailed the proper form to the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit, in- b6 
forming them of the sale of the weapon, and to make certain it b7c 
was properly done, he (Mower) registered it also.

"According to evidence developed by investigative agents 
and Mower's own testimony at the trial, late in June, 1965* at tiie 
invitation of Troy Houghton, he went from California to Independence, 
Missouri, to attend a training session of the 'Minutemen', and 
he brought with him at the time the submachine gun in question. 
It is his contention that he did so for the purpose of trying to 
sell it. Although there reportedly were five or six such firearms 
at this training session, Mower claimed that his submachine gun 
was the only one present. It is understood that 'Minutemen' mem- 
bers had been requested and instructed for quite some time to 
obtain unserviceable firearms from any source, and arrangements 
would then be made to make them operable. The organization had 
employed a professional gunsmith for that purpose. It seems that 
later, on July 8, 1965, when police officers went to the basement 
of the 'Minutemen 1 organization building in Independence, 
Missouri, in search of Robert Bolivar DePugh, who was wanted 
locally on a kidnapping charge at that particular time, they found

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the submachine gun hidden in a furnace pipe. It was seized 
by the officers and thus was placed in the evidence vault 
of the Jackson County, Missouri, Prosecutor's Office. This 
submachine gun was later made operable by a gunsmith of the 
Kansas City, Missouri, Police Department, who drilled out the 
weld, and installed a new barrel. 

"When interviewed by the writer, Mower stated that 
he would prepare a written statement setting out the motivations 
and explanations contributing to his involvement in this offense. 
When received, this statement will be appended to this presentence 
report. . He wlLL no doubt, continue to- maintain that he had

done, he registered it also. It is Mower's contention that 
since the letter he mailed to Washington registering this gun 
was never returned to him, he assumed that it was delivered to 
the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit there. It should be pointed 
out, perhaps, that in spite of his conviction of the charges. 
Mower was not emotionally upset during the interview, nor did he 
seem to be taken aback. He acted as if the conviction came as 
no great surprise to him and was not visibly upset or shaken by 
it. 

"He maintains that he is not guilty of the charge and 
that he intends to appeal his conviction. He averred that he 
is somewhat bitter as the Court did not allow him to Present 
certain witnesses for purposes of rebuttal. He averred that 
should he be granted probation then he intends to sever all 
affiliations with the 'Minutemen' organization as well as any n 
other such radical group and devote his time to the ministry. 

Applicant's probation record further disclosed that 
concerning his arrest on August 6, 1965, which has been expunged 
and sealed at arresting agency's records, was for lewd conduct 
and outraging public decency. He was acquitted of the latter 
charge and found guilty of lewd conduct and granted two years 
summary or informal probation. Verified records revealed that 
the Los Angeles Police Department entered a restroom at a 
restaurant where numerous complaints of homosexual acts and 
sexual perversions occurring were made. Details reveal that:

RULES GOVERNING PETITIONS FOR EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY 



§ 1.1 Sttbmission of petition; form to be used. — Persons 
seeking Executive clemency, by pardon or by commutation 
of sentence, including* remission of fine, shall execute formal 
petitions therefor which shall be addressed to the President 
of the United States and which, except those relating to 
militai-y or naval offenses, shall be submitted to the Attoi*- 
ney -General of the United States. Appropriate forms for 
such petitions will be furnished by the Department of Jus- 
tice, Washington, D.C., upon application therefor. Forms 
for petition for commutation of sentence may also be ob- 
tained from the warden of Federal penal institutions. Forms 
furnished by the Department of Justice for use in pardon 
cases may be used by petitioners in cases relating to the 
forfeiture of veterans' benefits, with appropriate modifica- 
tions. A petitioner applying for Executive clemency with 
respect to militaiy or naval offenses should submit his peti- 
tion directly to the Secretary of the military department 
which had original jurisdiction over the court-martial trial 
and conviction of the petitioner. In such instance, a form 
furnished by the Department of Justice may be used but 
should be modified to meet the needs of the particular case. 

§ 1.2 Contents of petition. — Each petition for Executive 
clemency should include: the name and age of the petitioner; 
the court, district, and State in which he was convicted; 
the date of sentence; the crime of which he was convicted; 
the sentence imposed; the date he commenced service of sen- 
tence; and the place of confinement. In the case of a peti- 
tion for pardon, the petitioner should also state his age 
at the time of commission of the offense; the date of release 
from confinement; whether he is a citizen of the United 
States or an alien; his marital status; his prior and sub- 
sequent criminal record, if any; his employment since con- 
viction; and his place of residence. A petition may be 
pccompanied by endorsements. It is desirable that all 
applications for pardons be accompanied by at least three 
character affidavits. 

§ 1.3 Eligibility for filing petition for pardon. — No peti- 
tion for pardon should be filed until the expiration of a 
waiting period of at least 3 ysars subsequent to the date 
of the release of the petitioner from confinement, or, in case 
no prison sentence was imposed, until the expiration of a 
period of at least 3 years subsequent to the date of the 
conviction of the petitionei\ In some cases, such as those 
involving violation of narcotic Hws, income tax laws, per- 
jury, violation of public trust involving personal dishonesty, 
or other crimes of a serious nature a waiting period of 5 
I year*, is usually required. In cases of aliens seeking a 
I pardon to avert deportation, the waiting period may be 
[ waived. Generally, no petition should be submitted by a 
; person who is on probation or parole. 

j § 1.4 Eligibility for filing petition for commutation of 
i sentence. — A petition for commutation of sentence, including 
| remission of fine, should be filed only if no other form of 
| relief is available, such as from the court or the United 
States Board of Parole, or if unusual circumstances exist, 
such as critical illness, severity of sentence, ineligibility for 
parole, or meritorious service rendered by the petitioner. 

i § 1.5 Offenses against the laws of possessions or terri- 
tories of the United States. — Petitions for Executive clem- 

; ency shall relate only to violations of laws of the United 
States. Petitions relating to violations of laws of the pos- 
sessions of the United States or territories subject to the 

i jurisdiction thereof should be submitted to the appropriate 
official or agency of the possess : on or territory concerned.

§ 1.6 Disclosure of files. — Reports, memoranda, and com- 
munications submitted or furnished in connection with the 
consideration of a petition for Executive clemency shall be 
available only to officials concerned with the consideration 
of the petition; provided that they may be open to inspection 
by the petitioner or by his attorney or other representative 
if, in the opinion of the Attorney General or his representa- 
tive, the disclosure sought is required by the ends of justice. 

§ 1.7 Consideration of petitions by the Attorney General; 
recommendations to the President. — (a) Upon receipt of a 
petition for Executive clemency, the Attorney General shall 
consider that petition and cause such investigation to be 
made with respect thereto as he may deem appi*opriate and 
necessary, using the services of, or obtaining reports from 
appropriate officials and agencies of the Government, includ- 
ing the Federal Bureau of Investigation, to the extent 
deemed necessary or desirable. 

(b) The Attorney General shall review each petition and 
all pertinent information developed by his investigation 
thereof and shall advise the President whether, in his judg- 
ment, the request for clemency is of sufficient merit to war- 
rant favorable action by the President. 

(c) If he determines that the request merits favorable 
action by the President, he shall submit the petition to the 
President together with a warrant prepared for the signa- 
ture of the President granting the clemency recommended 
by the Attorney General. 

(d) If he determines that the petition and information 
developed by his investigation do not, in his judgment, merit 
favorable action by the President he shall provide the Presi- 
dent with a concise statement enumerating the essential facts 
concerning the petitioner, the petition, and his reasons for 
recommending denial of clemency. 

§ 1.8 Notification of grant of clemency. — When a petition 
for pardon is granted, the petitioner or his attorney shall be 
notified of such action, and the warrant of pardon sh?U be 
mailed to the petitioner. When commutation of sentence 
is granted, the petitioner shall be notified of such action, and 
the warrant of commutation shall be sent to the petitioner 
through the officer in charge of his place of confinement, or 
directly to the petitioner if he is on parole. 

§ 1.9 Notification of denial of clemency. — (a) Whenever 
the President notifies the Attorney General that he is deny- 
ing a request for clemency, the Attorney General, or at his 
direction the Pardon Attorney, shall so advise the petitioner 
and close the case. 

(b) Whenever the Attorney General recommends that the 
President deny a request for clemency and the President 
does not disapprove or take other action with respect to that 
adverse recommendation within 30 days after the date of its 
submission to him, it shall be presumed that the President 
concurs in that adverse recommendation of the Attorney 
General, and the Attorney General, or at his direction the 
Pardon Attorney, shall so advise the petitioner and close 
the case. 

These regulations shall become effective on the thirty-first 
day following the date of their publication in the Federal 
Register.

The offense of which I was convicted occurred about nine 
years ago, at which time I was only twenty years of age, 

I respectfully request Your Excellency to take Executive 
Notice of the facts (as evidenced in the Transcript of the Trial) which 
show that the firearm involved in this case was, at all times while in 
my possession, totally inactive and inoperable, and that I never used 
or attempted to use said firearm in the commission of any crime. 

When I first began serving my term of Probation, I was 
untrusting and suspicious of my Probation Officer, Mr, Stuart Makagon, 
Shortly thereafter, however, a series of events made me acutely aware 
of the "wrongness" of my dissident and antisocial behavior, I voluntar- 
ily visited my Probation Officer, and requested that he direct me to a 
program of long term psychotherapy, I also requested Mr. Makagon 
to formally forbid me from association with anyone whom either he or I 
felt were "negative" influences, 

I resigned from my position as Assistant Pastor of a 
Christian Church in Lancaster, California, since several officers 
and many members of the church were radically politically dissident 
and strongly opposed to my seeking psychological assistance or coop- 
erating with the U.S. Probation Deparment. Since most of my friends 
in Lancaster were also political radicals, I requested and received 
permission and encouragement from Mr. Makagon to move to Los Angeles. 

Since that time I have undergone many valuable sessions of 
psychotherapy. I believe that I am a very different person than I was at 
the time of my conviction. I have cooperated fully, completely and volu- 
ntarily with th^ FBI (having dealt most often, with Special Agent Kelly 
Hemert of the Los Angeles office), with the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment Intelligence Division, and with any and all other law enforcement 
agencies. I voluntarily contacted the FBI in 1970 and gave to them records 
and files which that had sought many months priot thereto, and I have 
reported to them every attempt by political dissidents or "radicals 11 to

The offense occurred in 1965, when I transported an unserviceable (inop- 
erative) submachine gun from California to Independence, Missouri, to the 
headquarters of the Minutenen (an anti-connrunist, paramilitary organization). 
At that time, X was 20 years old, and had already been active in the Minutemen 
for several years. I took the gun to Missouri for use in a demonstration in a 
Minutemen "training session", vtfiich was held at their headquarters building. 
During a raid on the building by law enforcement officers (I was not present), 
the gun was seized. Later, Robert DePugh, national coordinator of the Minute- 
men, was indicted by a Federal Grand Jury and charged with, among other 
things, illegal ownership of the above firearm. I voluntarily travelled to 
Missouri and testified at DePugh f -s trial that the gun was not DePugh 1 s, but 
was mine. I explained that I had purchased it legally and picked it up from 
detectives at the Santa Ana Police Department. Despite my testimony, DePugh 
was convicted. I was subsequently indicted by the Grand Jury, and later con- 
victed by jury, of possessing and unlawfully transporting the gun without 
filing the required form with the Treasury Department in a timely manner. At 
no time during this entire time period was the gun ever operable.

MCWER, DENNIS PATRICK: SCHEDULE "C" 



The offense for which I am seeking Executive Clemency occurred 
almost 20 years ago (in 1965 ), when I was only 20 years old* At that time, I 
had been active in the Minutemen organization for 5 or 6 years (since the age 
of 14 or 15). However naive or foolish my beliefs and activities were, they 
were founded in a genuine love for my Country, out of a fear that its security 
and survival were being threatened by international communism. 

The deactivated sufcmachine gun which I was convicted of possessing 
and illegally transporting had been legally purchased, and was picked-up by me 
at the Santa Ana, California, Police Department, where I produced both my 
Driver's License and a Bill of Sale to the Detective who released the gun to 
me. I am not trying to justify my conduct during those years. But I do think 
it is relevant to point out that the firearm was never operative while it was 
in, my possession (a Federal Agent testified at my trial that the FBI had re- 
activated it for their use after seizing it) nor was it ever used in any 
violent activity. I never made any attempt to deny ownership, possession or 
transportation of the gun. In fact, I volunteered those facts to U.S. Treas- 
ury (ATP) Agents and voluntarily testified to them at the trial of Robert 
DePugh (national coordinator of the Minutemen) in 1967. Ironically, it was my 
voluntary testiinony at that trial which led to my indictment and, ultimately, 
to my conviction. 

That "chapter" of my life has been over for many years. It seems new 
like a very bad dream. While I still love my country deeply and remain con- 
cerned for its security, I am not a member of any^ political organizations 
(other than the Republican Party). I am very active in my church (Lutheran), 
and in various cemmunity organizations (I volunteer as a Crisis-Intervention 
Counsellor at Suicide Prevention Service of Sacramento County, and am active 
in M-2 Sponsors, a Christian Prison Ministry). 

In September, 1981, while employed as a paralegal assistant at a law 
firm in San Francisco, I began experiencing health problems (i.e., severe 
mobility and coordination problems, and numbness in my arms and legs). In 
January, 1982, after months of extensive testing, I was diagnosed as having 
multiple sclerosis. I have been unable 'to work on a regular basis since that 
time. I have undertaken a program to vocationally rehabilitate myself, in- 
cluding successfully challenging several college courses by CLEP Examination, 
and taking classes at American River College. Later this month, I will be en- 
tering a full-time program at University of San Francisco (Sacramento Exten- 
sion Campus). The USF Program will enable me to earn a Bachelor of Science 
Degree in Organizational Behavior, and hopefully, to go on to Graduate School 
and to return to work at a new career. 

For many years, I have worked diligently to become a useful, honest, 
and productive member of society. I genuinely regret the embarrassment that 
my former immature, unlawful conduct and my conviction has caused my family 
and cormunity, and I am seeking a Presidential Pardon in an effort to put that 
entire episode of my life behind me... once and for all.

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CIRCUMSTANCES SURROUNDING CONVICTION 

In 1965, applicant transported an 
unserviceable (inoperative) submachine gun from 
California to Independence, Missouri, to the 
headquarters of the Minutemen (an anti-communist, 
paramilitary organization) . Applicant took the 
gun to Missouri for use in a demonstration in the 
Minutemen "training session", which was held at 
their headquarters building at Independence, 
Missouri'. During a raid on the building .by law 
enforcement officers (applicant was not present) , 
the gun was seized. Later, ROEERT DE PUGH, National 
Coordinator of the Minutement, was indicted by 
Federal Grand Jury and charged with, among other 
things, illegal ownership of the submachine gun. 
Applicant voluntarily traveled to Missouri to testify 
at the DE PUGH trial. In that proceeding , the 
applicant testified that the gun did not belong to 
DE PUGH, but was his own gun. Applicant advised that 
he told the court that he had legally purchased the 
gun from an individual but had to "pick up" the gun 
from the detectives of the SANTA ANA, CALIFORNIA 
.POLICE DEPARTMENT inasmuch as the gun had been 
"picked up from the railway station by the police. 

Applicant advised that he was subsequently 
indicted by a grand jury on two counts, one illegal- 
interstate transportation of an inoperative firearm 
and illegally possessing an inoperable firearm. 
He advised that he was subsequently convicted by a jury 
in Missouri and was sentenced to one year in prison for 
Count I and for Count II received two years 
probation. He advised immediately after the trial he 
appealed the conviction and was out on appeal bond when 
the Count I conviction was -overturned. He advised 
that he never served any time in prison. 
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REASON FOR PARDON DESIRED 

Applicant stated that he desired that 
in his Petition for Pardon for Sentence that 
he executed on October 3, 1984, he prepared a 
five paragraph statement as to the reason he 
is desirious of a pardon and he would like that 
statement to stand. That statement is as 

follOWS: MOWER, DENNIS PATRICK: SCHEDULE "C . ' ■ 

The offense for which I am seeking Executive Clemency occurred 
almost 20 years ago (in 1965) , when I was only 20 years old. At that time, I 
had been active in the Minutemen organization for 5 or 6 years (since the age 
of 14 or 15). ^ However naive or foolish my beliefs and activities were, they 
were founded in a genuine love for my Country, out of a fear that its security 
and survival were being threatened by international ccnrnunism. 

The deactivated submachine gun which I was convicted of possessing 
and illegally transporting had been legally purchased, and was picked-up by me 
at the Santa Ana, California, Police Department, where I produced both my 
Driver's License and a Bill of Sale to the Detective who released the gun to 
me. I am not trying to justify my conduct during those years. But I do think 
it is relevant to point out that the firearm was never operative while it was 
in my possession (a Federal Agent testified at my trial that the FBI had re- 
activated it for their use after seizing it) nor was it ever used in any 
violent activity. I never made any attempt to deny ownership, possession or 
transportation of the gun. In fact, I volunteered those facts to U.S. Treas- 
ury (ATF) Agents and voluntarily testified to them at the trial of Robert 
DePugh (national coordinator of the Minutemen) in 1967. Ironically, it was my 
voluntary testimony at that trial which led to my indictment and, ultimately, 
to my conviction. 

That "chapter" of my life has been over for many years. It seems now 
like a very bad dream. While I still love my country deeply and remain con- 
cerned for its security, I am not a member of any % political organizations 
(other than the Republican Party). I am very active in my church (Lutheran), 
and in various carmunity organizations (I volunteer as a Crisis-Intervention 
Counsellor at Suicide Prevention Service of Sacramento County, and am active 
in M-2 Sponsors, a Christian Prison Ministry). 

* 

In September, 1981, while employed as a paralegal assistant at a law 
firm in San Francisco, I began experiencing health problems (i.e., severe 
mobility and coordination problems, and numbness in my arms and legs). In 
January, 1982, after months of extensive testing, I was diagnosed as having 
multiple sclerosis. I have been unable to work on a regular basis since that 
time. I have undertaken a program to vocationally rehabilitate myself, in- 
cluding successfully challenging several college courses by CLEP Examination, 
and taking classes at American River College. Later this month, I will be en- 
tering a full-time program at University of San Francisco (Sacramento Exten- 
sion Campus). The USF Program will enable me to earn a Bachelor of Science 
Degree in Organizational Behavior, and hopefully, to go on to Graduate School 
and to return to work at a new career. 

For many years, I have worked diligently to becane a useful, honest, 
and productive member of society. I genuinely regret the embarrassment that 
my former immature, unlawful conduct and my conviction has caused my family 
and ccmnunity, and I am seeking a Presidential Pardon in an effort to put that 
entire episode of my life behind me... once and for all.
